Voters to decide road millage

BOYNE CITY — Charlevoix 
County’s primary roads will be re- 
paired and improved only if the cit- 
izens vote to approve a 15-year 
millage on their property taxes. 

That was the message from the 
county road commissioners and 
manager Pat Harm 
Area Chamber of Commerce Busi- 
ness Breakfast on Friday, Oct. 10, 
at 220 Lake Street Restaurant. 

“It’s the only way the county pri- 
mary roads system will be im- 
proved,” Harmon said to the group 
of business owners and others at 


the event. “There is no money at 
the state or federal level.” 

County primary roads are par- 
tially funded by a 19-cent charge 
on each gallon of gasoline pumped 
into drivers’ tanks and by a 15-cent 
charge on each gallon of diesel fuel 
bought by truckers. This revenue is 
collected by the state of Michigan 
and distributed throughout the 


state’s road commissions in shares” 


determined by the state. 

But, with the rising cost of as- 
phalt, equipment and other materi- 
als, the funds are not adequate to 
repair and improve county roads, 
according to the Charlevoix 
County Road Commission.

To determine the increase in a 
taxpayer’s property taxes if the 
millage is approved by voters, mul- 
tiply $1 for every $1,000 of state 
taxable value on the house. For ex- 
ample, a house with a taxable value 
of $100,000 would see an increase 
of $100 each year for 15 years. 

The benefit of approval of the 
millage is comprehensive improve- 
ments to 61.34 miles of Charlevoix 
County primary roads. All revenue 
from the millage would stay in 
Charlevoix County, rather than go 
to the state, and would be used for 
road improvements, according to 
the road commission. 


The Boyne City-Charlevoix 


Road would undergo total recon- 
struction from Nelson Road to 


Western Avenue near U.S. 31. 


Ellsworth Road would also see 
total reconstruction. 

Camp Ten, Chandler Hill, Deer 
Lake, Ferry, Korthase, Marion 
Center, Norwood, Peninsula, 
River, Six Mile Lake, Slashing and 
Springvale roads and Kings High- 
way would have wedge and two- 
inch overlay improvements. 

The road commission would not 
commit to a timeline or order of 
priority for roadwork at the Friday 
meeting. Harmon did say that four 
miles of the Boyne City-Charle-

ANTRIM COUNTY — 
Star Township, Antrim 
County and Friends of ‘the 
Jordan River took another 
blow from the government 
recently when the U.S. En- 
vironmental . Protection 
Agency joined the Michi- 
gan Department of Envi- 
ronmental Quality in deny- 
ing review of an injection 
well permit. 

The permit issued on 
Feb. 7 by the MDEQ and 
the U.S. EPA allows CMS 
Energy and the Beeland 
Group to construct a Class I 
non-hazardous waste injec- 
tion well on land near Alba 
in Star Township. 

EPA’s Environmental 
Appeals Board “Order De- 
nying Review” dated Oct. 
3, states that under the per- 
mit, Region 5 will deter- 
mine in a subsequent deci- 
sion whether ultimate oper- 
ation of the well is appro- 
priate. Region 5 is the 
EPA’s authority in Antrim

Sleep Time 
Linked to 
Weight Gain 


According to a study in 
the journal Sleep, both 
too little or too much 
sleep can affect weight 
gain. Researchers 
found that people who 
Laveraged five to six 
hours of sleep a night 
gained 4.4 pounds 
more than those who 
slept the recommended 
seven to eight hours.

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City amends sidewalk policy

EAST JORDAN — A city ordi- 
nance that required residents to pay 
for the construction of new or re- 
placement sidewalks adjacent to 
their property has been amended by 
the city commission. 

The commission voted on Oct. 7 to 
add language in section 23-35 to the 
city’s sidewalk ordinance that states 
that the city may pay for sidewalks 
when it determines it is feasible to do 


so. 

The amendment leaves it open to 
continue to require residents to pay 
for sidewalks, but it states the condi- 
tions under which the city may deter- 
mine to fund the projects. : 

“In exercising its discretion in this 
matter, the City shall consider the fis- 
cal condition of the City, whether or 
not budgeted funds are available to

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Flu shot 
recommendations 
expanding 


It used to be that flu shots were only recommended for adults 
when flu season was upon us. That way of thinking is no longer 
popular as public health officials have now come out and siig- 
gested that everyone over the age of six months get the vaccina- 
tion. 

This year, the U.S. Centers for Disease Control (CDC) & Pre- 
vention expanded their recommendations saying more than four 
out of five people should get an annual flu vaccine, including all 
children six months to 18 years of age. 

Unlike previous years, there is no shortage of the flu vaccine 
this season according to the Health Department of Northwest 
Michigan, there are actually about 145 million doses of the flu 
vaccine available this year which is an all time high. 

The Health Department went on to say that parents and care- 
givers need to realize that children experience the highest rate of 
influenza with about every one in three children contracting the 
virus every year. One in three children fall victim to this virus 
which can lead to severe complications the report said. In fact, 
83 children in the United States died of flu and related compli- 
cations last year. 

With parents having so many different things to worry about 
with regards to their children, this suggestion from the Health 
Department is one easy way to alleviate the concern of the com- 
mon cold. In the past, the myth seemed to be that adults were at 
the highest risk and according to the Health Department that is 
no longer the case. : 

Getting vaccinated each year is obviously the best way to pre- 
vent the flu and apparently if you have kids or are in contact with 
people 65 years of age or older, you should get vaccinated to 
protect those “high-risk” individuals. 

For more information, check out the Health Department web- 
site at www.nwhealth.org or call 800-432-4121 to be more in- 
formed about the seasonal flu vaccination. The Health Depart- 
ment is mandated by the Michigan Public Health Code to pro- 
mote wellness in our area, so make sure to talk to a representa- 
tive before moving forward with the flu shot. * 

Flu shot appointments are available at Health Department lo- 
cations. in Mancelona, Charlevoix, Petoskey/Harbor Springs, 
and Gaylord. The cost is $25 for flu vaccines and $30 for pneu- 
monia with Medicare and Medicaid accepted. You have to call 
first for an appointment this month.

Personality Patterns 

History shaping personality 
theory from Freud to Erickson 
changed radically. Freud 
found the personality to be 
developed early and fixed 
while Erickson encouraged a 
life long developmental 
approach to man. Now further 
understanding of the mind and 
brain’s plasticity, bring greater 
awareness of the capacity for 
personality change. The 
personality does not lock in 
before kindergarten! This 
belief further changed the 
helping professionals’ move 
from disorder (sickness) to 
patterns (dynamics and 
interactions). Personality 
patterns that create difficulty 
for the individual and those 
under them, are pervasive and 
disruptive to interpersonal 
relatedness. Personality 
patterns help regulate 
emotions, strengths and 
weaknesses, self-concept and 
reality testing (only the short 
list...). As the personality 
develops and organizes for 
each developmental challenge, 
the results are patterns that 
help a person function. When. 
these patterns misstep the 
personality has the potential to 
form pervasive patterns that 
interfere with interpersonal 
functioning. Now, any of us 
can have “glitches” in our 
personality patterns, therefore, 
there are ranges from healthy 
levels of personality 
organization to severe and 
underdeveloped patterns for 
functioning in adult life.

THE HISTORY CHANNEL 


* On Oct. 21, 1797, the USS Consti- 
tution, a 44-gun U.S. Navy frigate, is 
launched in Boston Harbor. During the 
War of 1812, the Constitution won its 
enduring nickname “Old Ironsides” 
after defeating the British warship 
Guerriere off the coast of Nova Scotia.

«On Oct. 26, 1942, the last U.S. air- 
craft carrier manufactured before 
América’s entry into World War I, the 
Hornet, is damaged so extensively by 
Japanese warplanes in the Battle of 
Santa Cruz that it must be abandoned.
